Discussion of Project to Organize
Stock Company in the Inter-

est of New St. Louis.

FAIR PRICES THE OBJECT.

Purpose of Proposed Corporation
Is to Protect City From Ex-

orbitant Bids in Street
Reconstruction Work.

The announcement In yesterday's Re-
public that a proposition for the organiza-
tion of a stock company to protect the
interests of the city from contractors' rings
was under consideration by prominent and
Influential citizens seems to have attracted
a great deal of attention. It 'was much
discussed yesterday, and tho project was
very generally favored by those who wish
to see the "New St. Louis" launched under
the most favoring auspices. The owners of

abutting on the streets likely to
9 included in any general plan of recon-

struction welcomed the proposition as cal-
culated to guarantee them against the pos-
sibility of exorbitant prices being charged
tor street work.

Fesr a Combine.
It has been Quite commonly understood

that the small property owners hae felt
apprehensive that contractors might com-
bine, In the event of an extended recon-
struction of the streets, and make the cost
of reconstruction excessive and oppressive.
The amount of street construction work
done in the last few years has been rela-
tively limited, and under these circum-
stances there has been no very great
temptation to induce the contractors to
combine. There has not been enough work
to give all of the contractors a chance, and
thin, of necessity, meant competitive bld-n- g.

With the prospect that hundreds of miles
ef street construction will be carried on la
the course of the next year and a half or
two jeart. property-owner- s cannot be blind
to ue zact mat ail 01 ine contractors wno
have been engaged In this line of business
will have as much work as they can do.
There has been substantial reason, then, to
tear that the contractors would divide up
this work and enter Into a general under-
standing not to bid against each other. By
doing this the price tor work would be put
tip and at the same time every contractor
would be kept busy.

To Make Fair Prices.
Recognizing the chance that this very

natural kind of combination would come
about, certain public-spirite- d cltzens hate
taken up the scheme mentioned In The Re-
public's publication yesterday. The only
purpose they have In mind is to assure
property owners against exorbitant bids.
They are entirely satisfied that there could
be no more certain method of preventing
combinations of contractors and of averting
clgh prices than by having a strong and
powerful company in the field ready to take
up the street work at a living margin of
profit In the event the contractors who have
heretofore been doing the city's w ork main-te- st

any disposition to advance the prices.
The proposed contracting company would

sot undertake to bid on city contracts un-
less the bids put In by the general contracts
Save evidence of combination. Tho company
would sot be projected for the purpose of
forcing contract prices below figures that
.would yield a fair and reasonable profit.

The Republic's announcement was natur-
ally the subject of Interested comment by
many of those who are now in business as
contractors ana wno nave been doing street
reconstruction work. One of the contrac-
tors, speaking yesterday of the project. In-
sisted emphatically that there was no need
tor the new contracting company.

"The people of St. Louis have no oc-
casion," he said, "to talk about high prices
for street work. The St. Louis contractors
nave been doing business on a very nar-
row margin, and no city In the country has
had Its street work done at lower prices
than hays prevailed In St XouU In jEcceat.,
yearm worrra note to nave to irre on i
charity If this new contracting company
proposes to give to the poor the profit It
will have over and above a fair interest on
Its capital stock In the event It takes street
work for lower figures than St Louis has
been paying. It would lose money Instead
of make money."

Jto War on Contractors. )

One of the persons Interested In the pro-
position to form a new contracting com-
pany was seen after the interview of the
contractor whose words have been quotes-H- e

smiled at the positive declaration of
the contractor and said there wouM be no
quarrel between the old contractor and
the new company. In case It should be or-

ganized. If the contractors' bids for city
work develop reasonable and fair figures.

"We are not projecting any war on the
old contractors," he said. "All we are seek-
ing Is a way to assure the people of St.
Louis and especially the property owners,
who will have to pay the bills that work
will be done at fair prices, and that figures
will not be advanced by the organization of
tings and combines. The project now un-
der discussion alms at nothing more than
protection of the people. It Is simply a,
scheme to put aside a substantial capital
say. a quarter of a million dollars which
will be drawing Interest from one of the
trust companies, and be drawn upon only
In case of necessity. If the present con-
tractors make their bios on a basis of rea-
sonable profit over the cost of the work.
the new company would not Intervene. If
there Is active and genuine competition be-
tween the contractors, the new company's
capital stock would remain on deposit, and
the citizens who had subscribed to It would
imply lose the difference between a low

rate of Interest, say. 3 per cent, and S or
6 per cent. That would bo all. and the con-
tractors would be let as completely alone
In their bidding during the next two or
three years as they have been In the past.
On the other hand. If no low bids should
be received, and any particular contract
or set of contracts was about to be let.
the new contracting company would de-

mand that the Beard of Public Improve-
ments reject all the bids, giving its as-
surance that at a new letting it would
make a lower and more reasonable bid.

THE EAST SIDE.
BABY MEETS DEATH

IN PECULIAR MANNER.

Child of Mrs. August Weichert
Smothered in a. Keg of

Goose Feathers.

Mrs. August Woichcrt's baby
boy was smothered to death in a small keg
half filcld with goose feathers In a barn
on their farm, near Swansea, yesterday
morning.

Mrs. Weichert was busy In the course ot
the morning making a dress for her child,
who was playing about the barn. When
the dinner hour arrived she called him and,
falling to get an answer. Instituted a search.

Locking Into tho bam, she caught signt
of his baby feet In the air. They were pro-
truding from a small keg, which was half
filled with goose feathers. She quickly
grasped the little limbs, and as quickly
withdrew. They were cold. The mother Is
prostrated.

The accident is one of the most peculiar
that has ever been brought to the attention
of the Coroner of St. Clair County. The
child, it Is thought, had been playing In
the barn and. In leaning over the keg of
feathers, had fallen In. Its body became
wedged so that the child could not get
out, but. Instead, sank deeper. Its feeble
cries were smothered by the feathers which
swelled around Its head, and soon death
intervened. The little boy had been dead
for a couple of hours when discovered by
his mother.

Coroner McCracken held the Inquest last
evening. The jury returned a verdict of ac-
cidental death.
